1. AT KOREA WORKING GROUP MEETING NOV 4, NETHERLANDS DEPUTY 
PERMREP VAN DER KLAAUW REPORTED ON HIS CONVERSATION 
SAME DAY WITH FIRST COMMITTEE CHAIRMAN ORTIZ DE ROZAS. 

2. ORTIZ DE ROZAS AGREED THAT OUR KOREAN RESOLUTION ENTITLED 
TO PRIORITY UNDER THE RULES. IF COSPONSORS HOSTILE RES 
CHALLENGE OUR PRIORITY ON PROCEDURAL GROUNDS (E.G., 

THEIR REQUEST FOR INSCRIPTION KOREAN ITEM 

SUBMITTED FIRST), ORTIZ WOULD CALL UPON UN LEGAL COUNSEL SUY 
FOR RULING (FYI: WE KNOW THAT SUY WOULD RULE IN OUR FAVOR). 
HOWEVER, IF OTHER SIDE RAISES SIMPLE "POLITICAL" 

CHALLENGE, ORTIZ DE ROZAS WOULD PUT QUESTION TO VOTE IN 
ACCORD ANCW TIH RULE 131. (COMMENT: WE AGREE WITH ORTIZ 
DE ROZAS' DISTINCTION BETWEEN "POLITICAL" AND "PROCEDURAL" 
CHALLENGE, SINCE WE ARE, IN FACT, MOUNTING "POLITICAL" 
CHALLENGE TO OTHER SIDE'S VOTING PRIORITY ON KHMER ISSUE). 

3. ORTIZ DE ROZAS VOLUNTEERED OPINION THAT EVERYONE 
EXCEPT THE NORTH KOREANS WANTS CONSENSUS AND HE OFFERED 
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TO BE HELPFUL IN ANY POSSIBLE EFFORT TO ACHIEVE ONE.

ORTIZ DE ROZAS APPARENTLY FEELS THAT HOSTILE RES, IN 
SUGGESTING "WITHDRAWAL OF FOREIGN TROOPS UNDER UN FLAG," 
FALLS WITHIN COMPETENCE OF SECURITY COUNCIL RATHER THAN 
UNGA, BUT NEITHER WE, ROK, NOR ANY OTHER CORE GROUP MEMBERS 
FEELS THAT OPERATIVE PARAGRAPHS OF HOSTILE RES 
SUFFICIENTLY CLEAR IN THIS REGARD TO PROVIDE REASONABLE 
CHANCE OF OBTAINING MAJORITY SUPPORT FOR SUCCESSFULLY 
INVOKING RULE 121 ON COMPETENCE IN VIEW OF WHAT FRIENDLY 
KOREAN RESES HAVE SAID IN THE PAST ON TROOP ISSUE AND THE 
Cl FAR DISTASTE OF A GA MAIN COMMITTEE TO DECIDE IT IS 
INCOMPETENT. 
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
